The operational funds to defray the expenses of the Preparatory Comnittes 
were to be obtained from the various leagues and banners, Ite office 
was to be at Sanshengkung, near Tingyuanying, on the north bank of the 
Yellow River, It vas estimated that it would take three nonths to get the 
Preparatory Committee organized, after which a Preparatory meeting would be 
held, and an autonomous government established, It was probable that the 
seat of this government would be at the Ulangan-Tologat Temple in Ulanchabd 
League. 


6. MA Hung-kuei, who expressed himself as in ac with the plan for astablishing 
an autonomous Mongol government, sent CHOU ( ), secretary of the (Ninghsia) 
Provincial Kuomintang Office to attend the conference of Mongol leaderg***e+s | 


7. MA Pu-fang's approval of the plan was evidenced by the welcome he gave to 
Giljintal when the latter was sent by Prince Te to contact MA, 


8. HU Teung-nan, whom Prince Te iaterviewed in Sian, promised to aid the plan 
in every way possible. 


9. TUNG Ch'i-wu, chairman of the Saiyuan Provincial Government, is oprosed to 
the plan for a Nongol autonomous government, but has not openly exrressed 
his objections, since he has insufficient troops to oppose the 5,000 Mongol 
troops who are in his territory, 
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
